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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to applicants' communication filed on 8/30/04. 
Claims 1-20 are pending in this application. 

Rejection of claims 10-20 under obvious type double patenting is hereby withdrawn 
subsequent to applicants' submission of acceptable terminal Disclaimer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
1 . Claims 1-9 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over combined teachings of Ghosez et al and Wieland et al, all for the reasons of 
record. 

Instant claims are directed to a process of preparing an alpha haloenamine by 
combining a tertiary amide with a pentavalent phosphorous halide in a solvent to form 
an alpha haloiminium salt and converting the salt to alpha haloenamine with a base. 

Applicants' arguments were fully considered and were not found convincing. 
Applicants argue that COCb and POCI3 of Ghosez are hot equivalent to PCI5 are not 
equivalent as suggested by the different temperature conditions, i.e. 40-60°C for COCI2 
as against room temperature for PCI5. The slight difference of temperature is an 
expected variation and no unexpected results have been noted. Applicants' arguments 
that Wielend reports yield of 93% with PCI5 as against no yield with COCI2, is of little if 
any probative value inasmuch as both reagents have been used for chlorinating agent 
and. 
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2. Claims 10-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
